The proposed amendment raises new issues that would require further consideration 
and/or search with respect to the addition of "enteral" at claim 6 as well as a daily dose and in 
claim 24 regarding the energy provided by each class of fatty acids, including issues of new 
matter. 

Response to Arguments 

Applicant's arguments have been fully considered but they are not deemed to be 
persuasive. 

Applicant's arguments are directed to claims that are not entered. In addition, it is noted 
that the as-filed specification does not appear to demonstrate that "selectively increasing 
production of propionate can lead to an increase in insulin sensitivity". In response to 
Applicant's argument that the references do not disclose an increase in insulin sensitivity, a claim 
is anticipated if each element of the claim is found, either expressly described or under principles 
of inherency, in a single prior art reference, or that the claimed invention was previously known 
or embodied in a single prior art device or practice. 

With respect to the obviousness rejection, counsel now argues that it is propionic acid 
and not the lactic or acetic acids produced by Bifidobacterium that have the desired effect of 
increased insulin sensitivity. The arguments by counsel in this regard have not been 
substantiated with appropriate evidence. It is well settled that arguments by counsel do not 
constitute evidence. It is noted that the claims are directed to the administration of dextran and 
that the references provide this product. 

Therefore the rejections are deemed proper and are adhered to.
